In Pitched Battle Between Whites 
and Blacks of Mississippi, Three 
Are Seriously Wounded—Man Re- 
sponsible Is Riddled With Balls.

It has given the 
estimates put out by all the leading 
parties in this great contest as pre- 
sented by the county chairmen and 
by the State chairmien of the parties.

MERICA EXPECTS EVERY MAN 
TO DO HIS DUTY.. 

A crisis in the political and in- 

dustrial career of America, fraught 

with as stupendous consequences for 


the future as that whieh hung around 


the contending fleets of England and 
France at the battle of Trafalgar, is 
before the American people today. Nel- 


gon’s proclamation from the masthead 


of his flagship, “England expects every 
man to do bis duty,“ undoubtedly had 
a great deal of influence in winning 
the great victory which marks a turn- 
ing point in the history of the ‘world, 
A similar duty confronts the voters 
of the republic today, and America 
expects every citizen to do his duty. 
Upon the faithful and intelligent per- 
formance of this duty hinges the fu- 
ture of our country in many respects. 
There has never been a time in our 
history since the oncoming of the Civil 
War when more was at stake than 
there is in the election of today. 
There has been growing up among 
us of recent years a school of political 
and economical thought absolutely in 
antagonism to the fundamental prin- 
ciples on which this American repnb- 
lic is founded. For 125 years we have 
been steering our politi¢al and Indus- 
trial courses according to the prin- 
ciples formulated in the Constitution 


of the United States. This new school 


of thought in its ultimate analysis 
goes to the deepest roots that have 
controlled our national life. The great 
horde of discontented people, who in 
spite of the large measure of pros- 
perity possible to be enjoyed by us 
all, are up in arms against the pres- 
ent order of things, against the sys- 


under which the American continent 
has been transformed from a savage 
wilderness to one of the greatest, rich- 
est, most powerful and most highly 
blessed nations on the face of the 
earth. 

In its ultimate analysis this 
new school questions unbesitatingly 
the right of men to own property. It 
teaches the workingmman, not only 
discontent with his present conditions, 
but rancor against every man pos- 
sessed of a larger share of the world’s 
wealth than he has secured for him- 
self. It teaches these men that it ts 
not in themselves, but in the laws of 
the country and the system of civili- 
zation under which we live, that they 
occupy the position in the social and 
industrial world where they are found, 
and that others have been able to 
secure, unjustly, according to these 
teachings, a largér share of the prof- 
its of industries. They are taught that 
it is not by an industrious course of 
life, by providence and  care- 
ful saving that they ought to try to 
litt themselves above their present 
sphere in life, but that our whole sys- 
tem of laws and theory of civilization 
should be wiped out and a new sys- 
tem introduced, which without effort 
or providence, would make them as 
well off as their neighbors. 

A section of the people not quite 
so far advahced in the denial of prop- 
erty rights, the union-labor forces of 
the country, are endeavoring to se- 
eure hold of the reins of government 


‘in order to engraft upon our national

clwilization by which. the whole mass 
of the population would be forced tb 
accept their economic views, and these 
people claim for themselves special 
privileges and rights which they deny 
to all persons belonging to their 
organizations.

Its Possibilities, —

Urges Advertising Seaport 
Throughout World. 


More Than Million Dollars 
Yet to Be Spent. 


“More than $1,000,000 of the govern- 


expended on San Pedro Harbor. When 
the work now contracted for is com- 
pleted we shall have one of the great- 
est artificial harbors in the world.” 

This gratifying assuranee Lieut. 
Randoiph H. Miner extended to the 
members of the Academy of Sciences 
in an address delivered at Blanchard 
Hall last night. 

Leut. Miner told of great ship- 
buliding concerns of the East that are 
now seeking locations about the inner 
harbor and prophecied that San Pe- 
dro is destined to be one of the great- 
est maritime ports of the Coast. 

The government has taken the 
initiative in the great break- 
water, but 4 great deal remains for 
Los Angeles and Southern California 
to do. “Commerce to be great must be 
free,” asserted Lieut. Miner, “for own- 
era will not send their ships to ports 
where they may Jie waiting outside 
while the preferred ships of a corpora- 
tion are discharging inside.
